He says: 
“ Not in our lifetime, or in 
that of the next generation do 
I foresee the time when a strong 
military potential will not be 
needed to back up our diplo­ 
macy.” 
A generation, the dictionary 
says, is about 33 years. Adding 
half our generation to that of 
the next brings the total to 
around 50 years. 


And FOrrestal adds this: 
This country will have to try 
to keep peace in the world 
until the U. N. has “ gained 
the maturity and both the moral 
and physical force with which 
to deal with any international 
act of aggression.” 
He made those two statements 
to the house armed services 
committee. He didn't say we 
must have huge armed forces 
for 50 years. 
He said, though, we must have 


a "strong military potential, 
which means men trained and 
ready to jump in case of war. 
Forres tal went before the com­ 
mittee yesterday to argue for 
two thing®: 
1. A law right now to draft 
men into the armed forces to 
build them up. 
2.. A 
compulsory 
universal 
military training law (UMT). to 
train youtha who can be kept 
in reserve—without being in the 
armed force» —in case of war. 
Forrestal told the committee: 


The draft is needed right 
away. But. once the armed for­ 
ces are built up, the draft can 
be dropped if— 
UMT also becomes law and 
builds up a great pool of trained 
youths who can be drafted into 
military service at once in an 
emergency. 
But—he w’arned—unless there 
is a UMT law, the draft will 
have to be continued indefin­ 
itely. 
At this point you may say to 
yourself: Forrestal is anxious to 


convince congress of the need 
for a draft and UMT. 
But he’s also one of the high­ 
est government officials talking 
of the future and what he thinks 
are U. N.’s chances for keeping 
peace. 
Wasn't u. N. supposed to set 
up International police force to 
do just that: Keep peace in the 
world? 
Yes. 
But the 
big nations 
haven’t been able Ho agree on an 
in t e r n a l lonal police force. 
There’s no sign they will in the 


foreseeable future. 
If Forrestal saw any sign of 
it, why would he talk of the 
need for a strong "military po­ 
tential" beyond our own and the 
next generation? 
He didn’t say U. N. is a failure. 
He spoke about the time when 
U. N. would have "gained tire 
maturity and both the moral 
and physical force . , .” 
And he didn't say this country 
would step in to keep peace if 
war broke out between two coun­ 
tries. B u t- 


Right now there is only one 
country’ besides our own—Rus­ 
sia—big 
enough 
and 
strong 
enough to endanger world peace 
with its military strength. 
Forrestal didn’t say this coun­ 
try will need an armed fore» 
big enough to crush Russia 
But he did say: 
We’ll need a military potential 
powerful enough to back up "our 
diplomacy.’* 
Right now our diplomacy is 
alme* at keeping Communism 
from spreading any further.

Danger to Life 
Whenever mo r? than o ne-tenth 
o f the bo dy surface is affected by 
a bum o f seco nd - o r thlrd-degrce, 
there is danger to Hie. What can be 
acco mp lished by go o d treatment is 
sho wn by the ultimate reco very o f 
many p eo p le who have had up to 
half o f the bo dy surfacs burned.

Artcff. included 500 actual suicide 
attempts. 
Arieff, associate in nerv ous and 
mental diseases in the univ ersity's 
medical school, said 52 per cent of 
the attempts in the age group 
below 20 were hysterical or fake In 
the next age group. 20 to » 0, slight­ 
ly less than half were fake, but 1» 
the 50 to TO age bracket, only otu 
persent were insincere. 
Acute alcoholism, was found to 
be a precipitating, but not causa­ 
tiv e factor, in from to to 50 per 
cent of the cases. "From this we 
can safely conclude that many 
suicidal attempts nev er would ha\e 
been made if alcoholism did not 
enter into the picture,'’ the report
